A Letter from Iter, HolUs Read, Missionary 

of the American Board at Ahmednnggur, 

in India. 

The following letter will be read with much in¬ 
terest, particularly -fay CTuhlreil. 

Mmednuggur, Oct. 15 th, 1834. 

To the Sabbath school of the second Presb} tcri an church, Troy. 

Mr dear children ,—t have heard of you all, 
through Sir. Dana, your'Superintendent, and 1 
am now going to wrke you. I am very fond of 
good children ; and having beard that most of you 
are good children, I shall spend an evening in 
writing to you. 

The Hindoos.—S om$ of you have heard who 
I am, and where I live, and what 1 am doing; 
but as you do not al^ know, 1 shall tell you. I 
live in a country culled iudia ; some people call 
it Hindoostan. but Hindooslan is ouly one prov¬ 
ince in iudia, soma distance to the north of the 
Deccau, the province/ill which 1 live. Once, U 
is true, the. whole country was called Hihdqostno. 

The Persians crillan the country by this name j 
when they conquered it. Hindoo means black ; in 
their language, slan means place. The Persians 
themselves are black, but the Hindoos still black¬ 
er, therefore.they called India the place of the 
blacks. You will see on the globe that the place 
of my Ksidence is nearly on the opposite side 
from you. So that when you have dnv, 1 have 
night The sun shines on me ten hours before it 
does ou you. It is now eleven o’clock at night 
with me, and one o’clock P. M. with you. The 
sailing distance to Bombay is about 16,000 miles; 
anil by looking on- the map east of Bombay 175 
miles, you will see Aliinedmiggur, where i now 

TuEtR houses,—T he bouse which I occupy 
was once a Mohaniedan mosque, that is, a temple 
where the Mohamedans used tt> pray. These 
followers of the false prophet wefe once very 
numerous and powerful in Aliinedmiggur. Their 
kings reigned here for many years, built palaces, 
gardens, mosques, reservoirs of water (called 
tanks), aqueducts, toujbs, and every thing which 
pride and lolly taught them. All these were built 
of the most durable stone, and mortar of the most 
superior kind; so that houses built 500 years ago, 
are just as firm as ever ; for there is no wood in 
any pan of them. The tops of the buildings are 
arched-, and the pillars are of stone, as neatly 
covered as ever you saw wood beams and pillars. 

There js an enormous pnlace standing about three 
miles from my house. It stands in the centre of 
an artificial pond of water, and was only ap- 
l-roachcH.y boats. The pond, which was formed' 

the centre of a garden of300 or 400 acres, and is 
fed by an aqueduct which conveys the water from 
the distance of several miles; it eaunot now easily 
lie ascertained from what place the water is 
brought. The garden was adorned with all sorts 
of fruit and flower trees, many of which are still 
standing. This palace is now occupied by the 
English government ns a silk manufiictory. * The 
glory of die Mussulineii has departed. They 
were the enemies of God, and therefore he gave 
them up to be spbiled. Many of their totalis,

mud is -nixed with straw,then formed into bricks 
aud bumtMn the sun. This explains Exodus w. 
7 I do nAt suppose that the Israelites were 
obliged to either straw to be used as fuel to bum 
the “bricks, but to be mopped, to mix with the 
mud. The houses ot the natives are generally 
very small aid dirtv. They have lieidier flows, 
chimneys, or windows. There is no occasion for 
lire, except for the pur|>ose of cooking, and then 
the smoke goes out at the door. The cattle, 
sheep, dogs, and children, all occupy the same 
room. There are neither beds, chairs, or tables 
iu their houses. They sleep upon a mat ou the 
ground, eat with their fingers, and sit on their 
heels, or more geucruUvwross legged. The peo¬ 
ple are very indolent. They think all happiness 
insists in eating, smokiDg, sleeping, and gratify- 
ig their passions. It is thought a great disgrace 
. work. No one will work with his owu bauds, 
he can possibly avoid it. I suppose more than 
half of the men in Nuggur do absolutely nothing 
but lounge about in the bazaar (the market), make 
mischief, tell or bear filthy stories, see shows, and 
devise all manner of evil. Those who pretend to 
work hard, flo not in general work only from ten 
in the morning till four in ilia afternoon. The 
women and girls are still more idle. There is 
nothing, in the present state of things, which they 
Can do, except to cook & little rice, or make their 
bread once or twice a day. They have no floors 
or furniture to clean, no clothes to make, no 
stockings to knit. They cannot read, nor do they 
■ h to learn. The lower class of Women, how- 
often work hard. They carry burdens as 
porters, collect cow dung for fuel, work on the 
i, and do all kinds of drudgery, sometimes 
with a child Imng to their back, and another 
or two by their side, or lying on a blanket ui 
a tree near them. 

Religious beggars.— Them is another class 
of people here who are very lazy ami very wicked. 

I must give you some account of them. They 
are mendicants , that is, religious beggars. There 
are different grades of them, who are Culled by 
different names: as, gosamccs, gogccs, goeroos, 
Dungacees, Jakeers, &fc. fyc. The latter are inns- 
siilmcn, hut differ very little in their habits from 
the others. These beggars pretend to have re¬ 
nounced the world, and to be very holy. They 
wear no clothes, except a strip of old cloth about 
the middle, besmear their bodies with ashes, mark 
up their faces, allow their uncut and uncombed 
Imir to hang down on their shoulders, all matted 
with oil, ashes, and yellow ochre. Some of them 
carry about with them nothing hut a gourd shell, 
to receive alms of rice and grain, and a staff.— 
Others have rude instruments of music, with 
which they entertain the people, or monkeys, 
snakes, mid other things to exhibit. Some 
story tellers, song singers, jugglers, and so on 
The latter do not lay much claim to a lioly ch_. 
acter, hut still they ull say they are doing the 
work of God. These sturdy beggars go from 
village to village, all over the country, and some 
of them become very rich. They ore generally 
great, stout, healthy men, for they get a much 
better living tb*u the poor peojde, who work 
hard. The people mini. H m -...-y ...oritorious m 
give to these men ; and besides, the common 
people believe that these men have intercourse 
with the gods, and that if they drt not give them 
all they ask, or if they offend them, they will do 
them some great evil. Sometimes they will go 
to a house where, the people refuse to give them 
uuytbiug, as they have nothing to give “the beg¬ 
gars then sit down at the door, and use every 
means to induce the family to contribute some- 
iiug, not believing what the family say. If they 


bring a little boy who just began to speakj and 
teach him to join Ills hands and bow to the stone 
god, and repeat his name. There is a temple 
near where I am now writing, r.t which I always 
see a company of girls running round the temple. 
This is one mode of worship. Walking round 
an object, is an act of reverence for it. Poor j 
creatures, 1 have seen them walking round a 
temple, or a sacred tree, for four or five hours at 
one time. I entreat these poor foolish creatures 
to forsake such lollies, but they will not listen to 
me. So we must all pray very much that Guri 
would give them new hearts, then they will listen.

I will tell you. inc 
B-'dimins are a very covetous and a very wanted 
set of people. They are die priests of the people,

around their ankles and wrists, aud on 
their toesy and what would"amuse you more, is, 
they wear rings ill their noses. Most of the little 
girls do not comb their hair. This gives them a 
very lad appearance. But they are very indolent, 
ami like to wallow about in the dirt, and play and 
quarrel; but do not care about appearing neat 
and clean. When they do comb their beautiful 
shining black hair, and roll it up on tbeir necks 
with a wreath of flowers, they appear very pretty. 
But, what is worse, these children arc all very 
wicked; they lie, steal, quarrel, use all sorts of 
bad language, disobey their fathers, abuse their 
mothers, call them all kind of bad names, and 
often Strike them. 

- Girls sold to wicked Women.— The Hindoos 
prize thf-if boys very much, but they do'not think 
much of their girls. In time of famine, the poor 
people not unfrequeiilly sell their girls. Not 
many mouths ago, there was a whole cart-load 
brought to Nuggur to be sold. Wo did nor like 
to buy them, because that would appear like en¬ 
couraging slavery. Mrs. Bead offered to take 
them, and feed, clothe, and take care of them, and 
make them industrious, good girls. But nobody 
cared for this: their parents chose rather to sell 
them to bad women than to us. ft is a very sad 
thing that the little girls of India cannot be taught 


to read and work. It is almost impossible 
anything with them while they live with their 
wicked parents. If we . could got them, to come 
and live with us, we might make very fine girls 
of them; but they are afraid they shall be polluted.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Florida coffee.— I have brought under enhi- 
ilion a species of coffee, which grows wild in 
Cuba, and has found its way to the city- of St 
Augustine, supposed to have been brought there ' 
many years since by the Spanish people. It i* 
lompletely naturalized to our climate, and will 
grow iu any of the cotton growing states. I 
recommend the cultivation- of it, particularly to 
the planters, as another staple of immense value 
which will realize more than anv other staple of 
country now under cultivation, even if we 
obtain not more than half the price of West India 
coffee. It is made use of in the interior of Cuba 
by thfe inhabitants as coffee. It also grows wild 
on tbe banks of the Mississippi, around New 
Orleans, where it is collected by the French 
people, aud made use of as coffee. 

X have made use of it in my family for three 
months, and find it superior to the green Cuba 
coffee. It improves from age, being equal to the 
best of coffee in three months after it is collected 
Those who are peculiarly fond of the taste of the 
|green Cuba coffee, can obtain it hy mixing at the 
rate of one pound of the greeh Cuba coffee with 
four pounds of Florida coffee.

Neither homes, 
cattle, or hogs, will eat of the plant: it is not dis¬ 
turbed by caterpillers or any insects; it returns 
more foliage to the land than any highland culti¬ 
vation : is also a great acquisition lo the rearing 
of bees, as pure honey rises on the stem of each 
stalk of the leaves, which is sought after by tlie 
bees and ants.
